Coroner's Jury Investigating 
Rogers Pass Disaster Has 
Perilous Adventure in the 
Mountains 



FOREMAN MCDONALD'S 

STRUGGLE FOR LIFE 



Had Nearly Made His Way to 
Surface— Avalanche at Field 
Engulfs Switch Engine and 
Injures Switchman 



VANCOUVER, MarcH 9.— After dodg- 
ing nnother snowslide which ull but 
nipped them, the coroner's jury chosen 
to Investigate the Rogers Puss slldoi 
returned to Revelstoke todny. 

The jurymen had a lively day, and 
made a careful investigation of all 
available facts at the scene of the 
slide. Their inquiry developed one pa- 
thetic feature. Bridge Foreman Mc- 
Donald, one of the victims of the slide, 
was an exceptionally heavy and strong 
man, and after being buried in the alidu 
he had evidently retained sufficient 
consciousness to start to light to th'd 
surface, lie had evidently struggled to 
force the snow under his feet and to 
raise himself towards the surface. Ho 
had gained two feet, and a shell of only 
three foot of snow remained be:ween 
him and the open air when he was 
suffocated, there was not a bruise on 
his body. 

An avalanche descended at Field yes- 
terday and engulfed a switch engine. 
Engineer Howard McHae and -Fireman 
William Lauderman escaped, and Fore- 
man Mainprise escaped by crawling 
through the cab window. The only In- 
jured man was D. K. Pattorson, a 
switchman, who was burled by the 
slide. Malnprlzo remembered where he 
was last seen, and the rrfan was rescued, 
lie was unconscious when found and 
stistalnod a broken leg. 

Twenty Bodies Loft. 

Of the sixty-one victims of the snow- 
slide at Rogers Pass only twenty re- 
main buried in the piled masses of 
snow, lee and shattered trees. Nineteen 
bodies have been recovered since yes- 
terday morning, twenty-two being the 
number of the others dug out between 
Saturday forenoon and last night. 

A serious slide, unattended with .loss 
of life, occurred early this morning, 
one and one-half miles west of Glacier, 
a station less than three miles from the 
scone of the great disaster. All pas- 
sengers, mall, baggage and express, un- 
til further notice, will be handled via 
tho Crow's Nest line, Nelson and the 
Arrow lakes. 

Train No. 07, arriving here at 4 
o'clock this afternoon,- has passengers 
who wore duo hereon- trains 97 of Mon- 
day and Tuesday. The overseas mall 
and passengers bound for the Orient 
will not reach Vancouver Until Friday 
afternoon at I o'clock. This, delay will 
rosult in holding the Empress' liner 
until that date.

Avonmouth Chosen as Terminal Port 
for Atlantic Servico — To Bo 
Called Royal Line. 



LONDON, March 9. — Canadian rail- 
way magnates are making the most of 
the Canadian popularity of royalty. 
D. B. Hanna, vice-president of tho 
Canadian Northern Railway, who re- 
turns to Canada next week, will re- 
port in favor of Avonmouth, near 
Bristol, as the terminal port for tho 
company's Atlantic servico, to be call- 
ed the Royal line, and to be Inaugur- 
ated this spring by the Royal Edward 
and the Royal George. These vessels, 
formerly named the Cairo and the 
Helliopolis, were built by tho Falrfields 
for the Mediterranean service eighteen 
months ago, with a speed of twenty 
to twenty-one knots. 

President Hays of the G. T. Rail- 
way, left London for Newcastle this 
morning with a Grand Trunk party, 
for the christening ceremony of the 
Prince George for tho British Colum- 
bia coast service, which Miss Louise 
Hays performs at Swan and Hunter's 
yards at Wallsend-on-Tyne today. 

Discussing the United States tariff 
mission to Ottawa, Mr. Hays urges 
tho desirability of a mutual arrange- 
ment, and especially instances coal. 

President Hays said the Grand 
Trunk Pacific would wait till tho line 
was almost completed before the com- 
pany settle seriously on Atlantic 
boats. The line, Mr. Hays said, 
should be through to Yc-Ilowhead Pass 
by the end of the year. Mr. Hays es- 
timates that there will be an Increase 
of 25 per cent, in Immigration to 
Canada this year. 




Convention of Pennsylvania 
States Federation of Labor 
Wants All Unionists of Coun- 
try to Quit Work 



NEWCASTLE, Pa., March 9.— Follow- 
ing the stirring meeting today of tho 
Pennsylvania State Federation of La- 
bor, at which resolutions were adopted 
asking that the American Federation 
of Labor call a nation-wide strike, some 
of the delegates tonight express fear 
that the meeting was too precipitate in 
Its action, and some are openly charg- 
ing that the convention 'was stampeded 
by W, D. Mohan,' president of the 
Amalgamated Association of Street and 
Electric railway employees. 

Mr. Malum came here with a delega- 
tion from Philadelphia, and after ex- 
plaining the strike conditions In that 
city and assuring the convention that 
the strikers could win if they had the 
support of the union men of the state, 
he aroused tho delegates to a high pitch 
of enthusiasm, and when the resolution 
that had been prepared by the com- 
mittee of ten in Philadelphia was pre- 
sented, it was carried unanimously. 

President E. E. Greenawalt, of the 
Federation, appointed a committee of 
nine to confer with tho Philadelphia 
committee as to whether the strike 
shall be begun in other cities. The 
committee of nine held a meeting to- 
night and formulated a report, which 
will be presented to the convention to- 
morrow, but In the meantime none of 
its contents will be made known to tho 
public. The delegates who are averse 
to a strike objected on the grounds that 
the. present Is a poor time to engage 
in an Industrial war to such an extent, 
and it Is regarded as Uncertain that 
organized labor would obey an order 
for a general strike. President Mahan 
addressed a large mass meeting today. 

May Retire from Yukon. 

VANCOUVER, March 9.— It Is cur- 
rently reported in the city today that 
Commissioner Henderson of the Yu- 
kon, will shortly retire from that of- 
fice, and will again reside at Van- 
couver. The report states that he is 
to be appointed to tho post of collector 
of customs for this port, and that the 
lire-sent collector, J, M. Bowell son of 
Sir Mackenzie Bowel], Is to be super- 
annuated. 



Hog Prices Still Advance. 

CHICAGO, March 9.— Hog prices at 
the stockyards continued to soar to- 
day, several carloads of live hogs sell- 
ing at $10.00 a hundredweight, which 
Is 35 cents above the high record 
mark established yesterday. 



Coffey's Conviction Upheld. 

SAN FRANCISCO. March S.— The 
court of appeals today upheld tho 
conviction of former Supervisor H.

GERMANY'S AG 





Said to Listen in Gallery of 
Commons While Members 
Discuss Navy Question — 
Sends Daily Report to Berlin 



SEVERAL SPEECHES 

MADE YESTERDAY 



r. Emmerson Dissatisfied 
With AH Proposals— Mem- 
ber for North Simcoe Quotes 
Some Enlightening Statistics 



OTTAWA, March 9.— The news 
leaked out hero tonight that a secret 
servico agent In the employ of tho 
German government has been a con- 
stant listener to the debate on tho 
naval bill in the House of Commons 
during tho past five weeks. He has 
been in dally communication with 
Berlin, and not a move has been made 
on the parliamentary chessboard with- 
out being fully noted and Hashed 
across tho ocean in code form. The 
fact that this agent is here watching 
the proceedings has brought home to 
many members of parliament the deep 
Interest that Germany is taking in the 
creation of a Canadian navy, and is 
keenly on the qui vlve for information 
as to the views of the representatives 
of the Canadian people in parliament. 
In the whole of the speeches on both 
sides tho Intentions of Germany in 
respect to naval predominance havo 
been the subject of ' comment, and 
while most of the supporters of tho 
government side have pooh-poohed 
any hostile intentions toward England 
on the part of the German empire, the 
opposition have pointed out from the 
speeches of English statesmen that a 
crisis between tho two nations is im- 
pending, a view held also by -even 
such a staunch government supporter 
as Col. McLean, of Queens-Sunbury. 
In any event the doings of parliament 
for the past few weeks of the debate 
have reached tho ear of ' the Kaiser 
daily through tho medium of his 
agent perched up in the public gallery 
of the House of Commons. 

Mr. Emmerson's Lonely Furrow 

Mr. Emmerson, who continued the 
naval debate today, declared he was 
not wholly in accord with the gov- 
ernment bill, but he was completely 
out of tune with the Borden and Monk 
amendments. 

He was afraid in this instance he 
would, like the famous peacock of 
Lord Dundreary, have to Hock all by

ALBERTA CRISIS 
BECOMES ACUTE 



Premier Rutherford Compelled 
to Resign — W, H, Cushing 
to Be Called on to Form 
Cabinet 



EDMONTON, March 9. — "I have noth- 
ing to say," said Premier Rutherford 
In tho legislature today just before ad- 
journment, when Mr. Bennutt asked that 
the premier take the members Into his 
confidence and explain the startling 
political developments that have trans- 
pired since yesterday. 

The vacant government benches spoke 
for themselves. Attorney-General Cross 
has not occupied his seat for two days, 
and Hon Duncan Marshall and Hon, W. 
A. Buchanan were absent today. Still 
the premier refuses to inform the house 
or the press, as to the present situation 
or what the next move may he. 

Hon. C. W. Cross In an interview 
stated that he was out of polities. He 
said his letter of resignation would no 
doubt be read by the premier in due 
course, and until then he had nothing 
to say. 

The resignation of Sydney B. Woods 
Is confirmed and It is understood he 
will enter a law firm In this city. Re- 
gardless of Mr. Cross' statement, It is 
believed lie will be called upon to form 
a new cabinet. 

In the legislature today Hon. W. II. 
Cashing commented on the usual falr- 
noss of tho press on political matters, 
but said that the Morning Journal had 
misrepresented him. He was reported 
to have double-crossed the premier, but 
such was not the case. 

"As far as the premier and myself 
are concerned," said he, "the article Is 
manufactured. Read It and come to 
your own conclusions. The premier 
culled upon mo and said If I would 
come back to the cabinet Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cross would resign. 1 told him I 
was In the hands of my supporters. 
Later I told him that my return would 
not remedy the situation, and that an 
agreement between US was Impossible." 
Cushing For Premier 

Mr. Cushing will be premier of Al- 
berta In 18 hours, and his cabinet will 
be: Premier and minister of public 
WJrks, W. H. Cushing; attorney- 
general, J. R. Boyle; minister of agri- 
culture and ' provincial secretary. Dr. 
Wamock; minister of education and 



provincial treasurer, Geo. P. Smith; 
ministers without portfolio, J, A. Mac- 
Dougall and E. • J. Riley. Tonight a 
caucus was held, and although the 
premier intimated that he would like 
to stay he finally placed his resigna- 
tion In tho hands of members, and left 
the caucus, the members agreeing to 
hold his resignation a day and think 
it over. After he had gone some 
spoke for him, but the majority 
against, and late tonight J. A. Mac- 
Dougall went to his homo with tho 
intimation that he must resign. 

It is expected that Mr. dishing wiii 
bo called on to form a new cabinet 
right away.

A. Fritch 
was toduy sentenced to serve from 
seven and a half "to fifteen years in 
the state penitentiary at Jackson for 
manslaughter in causing last August, 
by an unlawful operation, the death of 
Mabelle Millman. of Ann Arbor. Judge 
James Phelan, in making the usual 
recommendation under the indeterm- 
inate sentence law recommended that 
Fritch serve llfteen years. 



Fatality at Jordon River. 

OTTER POINT, B. O, March 9.— 
This afternoon "Charlie" Thompson, 
an employee of the Michigan Pacific 
Lumber Co., operating at Jordan river, 
was accidentally killed.

IS PRECARIOUS 



Asquith Ministry in Danger of 
Losing Coalition Majority- 
Lord Rosebery's Plan for 
House of Lords Reform 



LONDON,, March 9.— The cat and 
mouse existence of the ministry is ex- 
emplified afresh each day. Last night 
they were only saved because the la- 
bor members at the last moment ran 
away from their own fair wages am- 
endment, and a number of Unionists, 
following the front bench lead, ab- 
stained from voting, both fearing that 
tho government would be defeated. 

But 152 fighting back bench Union- 
ists say they have determined to dis- 
regard their leader's timidity and force 
tho government out at the earliest 
moment. Hence the fear In which the 
ministerialist whips perpetually live, 
that one fine evening the coalition ma- 
jorit will slip away together and under 
pressure from tho King and his own 
supporters Mr. Balfour will be led to 
form a ministry, get control of the de- 
partments for the organization of a 
tariff reform budget and dissolve on 
that Issue. 

It already looks as though the Lords 
really mean business. Lord Rosebery's 
motion In tho Lords next Monday will 
show that he Is supported by Lords 
Lansdowne, Courtney, St. Ald'wyn and 
tho most Influential Unionist peers in 
proposing the practical abolition of the 
hereditary principle and making public 
service the main qualification for a 
place In the Lords. They agree, as 
Lord Rosebery's committee agreed in 
1907, that except In the case of peers 
or royal blood it is undesirable that tho 
possession of peerages should itself 
give the right to sit and vote. 

Lord Rosehery will present a set of 
three resolutions embodying in general 
terms the course which the peers pro- 
pose- to follow In modernizing them- 
selves. The I'h-st rsuolutlon will affirm 
the necessity for a strong and efficient 
second chamber for the well being of 
the state. The second sets forth that 
such a chamber will he best obtained 
by the reform and ro-constltution of 
the House of Lords. The third will 
declare that a necessary preliminary to 
such reform and reconstltutlon is the 
acceptance of the principle that the 
possession of a peerage In itself should 
no longer afford the right to sit and 
vote In the House of Lords. 



PORTLAND CANAL RAILWAY 

D. D. Mann and Associates Actively at 
Work — Application for Tide 
Flats, 



VANCOUVER, March 9. — Tho 
Portland Canal Short Line Railway, 
to be built this summer by Donald D. 
Manil, the Canadian Northern mag- 
nate, and his associates, Is applying 
for three hundred acres of tide (lata 
adjacent to .Stewart, the new town- 
site, where all the steamers make 
regular calls. This area, If secured, 
will bo utilized in connection with the 
railway terminals and ore docks. 

It has also developed that Mr. 
Mann has acquired two hundred acres 
of land adjacent to Stewart. This 
new purchase will be planned as ,a 
townslte. 

II. E. Knobdl, a civil and mining en- 
gineer, who will have charge of the 
company's affairs, is at the Hotel 
Vancouver today. Mr. Knobel Is cal- 
ling for tenders for the supply of for- 
ty thousand ties for the proposed 
railway. He will start the. location 
surveys about April 15. The company 
will also erect a large pier, about 40 
by GOO feet, near Stewart. Tenders 
for the piling,, caps <<nd stringers will 
be called for shortly.

ORIENTALS AND TENURE < 
OF LAND DISCUSSED 



Resolution of W, H, Hayward 
Not Accepted by the Gov- 
ernment-Many Acts Passed 
Yesterday 



Without one redeeming feature in 
even short-lived debate the afternoon 
sitting yesterday was devoted to forced 
marching through the order paper, Mr. 
Speaker's eagle eye invariably fixing 
upon the machine-gun readers of the 
assembly in the selection of commit- 
tee chairmen, and Messrs. Tisdall, 
Mackay and W. J. Manaon in conse- 
quence having a decidedly strenuous 
afternoon devoted to. the demolition 
of speed records in elocution while 
the remainder of the honorable mem- 
bers yawned, wrote or read letters, oc- 
cupied themselves with the treasures 
of literature, or sent paper missiles 
hurling through the air with true end- 
of-the-sesslon glee. 

It was private members' day, and 
the text and keynote of the proceedings 
was "get through." As a result the 
members In charge of the various bills 
on tho list alone were on the qui vlve, 
losing no opportunity to steal a stage 
for their wards at every opportunity. 
A report of the afternoon's progress to- 
ward prorogation, omitting the monot- 
onous drono of the chairman's voice, 
thrown on to tho highest gear, and 
lacking the local color and atmosphere 
of the drawsy and indifferent chambsr 
would be little more thun an excerpt 
from that most non-sensational of tho 
provincial dailies — the Votes and Pro- 
ceedings of ; Parliament. Here was tho 
afternoon's result:

Reported complete with 
amendments, tho power proposed to be 
taken with respect to the interdiction 
of off-shore shooting, and also as to 
foreshore jurisdiction being refused 
on motion of the attorney general, who 
showed how extra jurisdiction would 
be involved improperly. As to the 
danger arising from tho too free uso 
of fire arms off shore, the attorney 
general promised that rigorous action 
would be taken by the police superin- 
tendent. 

Hill relating to the B. C. Fruit Lands 
Co., Ltd., and the Kamloops Frultlands 
and Irrigation Company Limited, en- 
abling these companies to amalgamate 
their water tights. Reported and giv- 
en third reading. 

Bill to incorporate the City of South 
Vancouver. Reported and given third 
reading. 

Bill to authorize the B. C. Mainland 
& Coast Industrial Company, Ltd., to 
construct railways and tramways, etc. 
Reported complete with amendments. 

On motion of tho Premier, tho order 
for adjourned debate on the Coal Mines 
Regulation Act amendment bill was 
discharged, this measure being shortly 
afterwards reintroduced by message 
and given Initial reading. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte Introduced a 
bill to prevent discrimination against 
trades unionists, which received first 
reading; and 

Mr. McPhllllps presented the second 
report of the select committee on 
Printing.

That in his estimation, considering 
.the large expenditure the city of Vic- 
toria has made recently on Its flrc- 
Eightlng equipment, the fire Insurance 
rates should be lowered materially, 
was the Interesting statement of Fire 
Chief Thomas Davis in the course of 
Ills examination as a witness before 
the royal commission on fire insurance 
yesterday forenoon. 

Chief Davis was called by E. V. 
Bod well; K. C„ who is representing 
the interests of the underwriters. He 
gave considerable evidence of value 
relative to tho present equipment of 
the city's fire department In the course 
of which he stated that the flre'-ftght.- 
ing ability of the city now is ample us 
regards both apparatus and pressure. 

During the greater part of the day, 
W. -\. Lawson, of the insurance de- 
partment of R. P. Rithet Co., was 
on the stand under examination by Mr. 
Bodwell and cross-examination by J. 
J. Shallcross. Another witness during 
the forenoon was A. E. Hayiies, of the 
Bril ish- American Trust Company, 

J11 the curse of his evidence Mr. 
Dawson said that on the completion of 
the new salt water system in Victoria 
the fire rates would be. materially re- 
duced. ■ 

Just prior to the close of the after- 
noon session a spirited discussion 
among .Mr. Ross, .Mr. Bodwell, Mr. 
Shallcross and Mr. Ker. took place, 
precipitated py the announcement 
from .Mr. Bodwell that .Mr. Ross would 
not go on the stand in Victoria and 
would give no evidence until the com- 
mission sat in Vancouver. Tills ar- 
oused Mr. Ker and Mr. Shallcross. 
The former said that if lie were not to 
have the pleasure of hearing the "King 
prince of them all," after sitting all 
week he would be keenly disappointed. 
.Mr. Shallcross waited to question .Mr. 
Ross as to tile scientific rating sched- 
ule. However, Mr. Ross said he had 
no material here! witli him and that 
as he would have to give the same 
evidence in Vancouver he did not deem 
it necessary to testify here. 

.Mr. Ronnie upheld Mr. Ross and Mr. 
Bodwell on this point, and It is now 
likely that the commission which has 
been hearing evidence here since 
Thursday last will finish its labors in 
Victoria today. 

Mr. Hayne's Testimony. 
Arthur E. Jiaynes, local agent of the 
British America Trust Companv. put 
in some valuable exhibits to shew that 
in their dealings with Ills company, 
Lloy.ls' had always required a first- 
class board company us leader, and 
that they allowed a commission on 
such rls,<s uf 20 per cent. 

Questioned by Mr. Shallcross, Mr.; 
H.i.Oies suld that underwriters', in' 
Lloyds' representing a large sum had 
declined to accept two ordinarily 
strong companies as leaders. .Air. 
Haynes said lie had from Llovds' cor- 
respondence dealing with the matter 
of the resignation of a number of 
members. He put this in as an ex- 
hibit. .Mr. Shallcross thought that he 
could show that the same group of 
underwriters on ,Mr. Haynes' policy 
were continued on the Brnclfma'ri-Ker 
company to prove that the objection 
of these underwriters was not to risks 
in general in British Columbia but to 
the British Canadian Assurance com- 
puny only. .Mr. Shallcross asked Mr. 
Haynes if this was not the case. Mr. 
Haynes did not think so. There had 
been no friction and losses had always 
been paid. Mr. Haynes had never had 
a dispute with Lloyds'. Lloyds' hud 
found their British Columbia business 
unprofitable and that was the only 
reason. .Mentioning the matter of com- 
missions, Mr. Haynes said that Lloyds' 
knew that agents here would not place 
business at 10 per cent when they 
could get 20 per cent from other com- 
panies board or otherwise. Mr. 
Haynes had never heard personally 
of an agent refunding his commission 
on a policy where eventually there 
was a fire. He was not aware that 
the capital of the Western Assurance 
Company was impaired. He had iook- 
011 it as a strong company. 

On the question of the withdrawal 
of some of Lloyds' members', Air. 
Haynes admitted that he had not in- 
tended to state that Lloyds' had found 
any but the business hla firm had of-, 
fered disastrous. Mr. Shallcross said 
lie wanted to show that tin class of 
business offered by the British Can- 
adian company was very dangerous. 
He would ask to recall Mr. Ker to 
give testimony on this point later, to 
show that Lloyds' had accepted busi- 
ness from British Columbia after the 

date mentioned as being the time of 
the withdrawal of Lloyds' from this 
province. 

W. A. Lawson on Stand. 
William Alexander Lawson, of R. 
P, Rithet and CO., genera! agents for 
two companies, and local ogents for 
two companies, then went on the 
stand in the interests of the insurance 
companies. In reply to Mr. Bodwell. 
lie said his firm iiad formerly had 
much experience with Lloyds', and that 
they had always required a board com- j 
pony as leader. He put ill a letter from! 
a brokerage firm In Hamburg show- 
ing that Lloyds' required a tariff com- | 
puny. 

Asked as to intimation of Mr. 
Spencer that the hoard companies did 
not inspect liis place, Mr. Lawson said I 
all of his firm's companies made In - j 
spections from time to time to his own 
knowledge. ' , 

Chief Davis on Stand. 

.Mr. Lawsoil stood down at thin I 
point to allow Fire Chief Thomas j 
Davis to testify. Chief Davis had i 
kept loss records since lie had been In j 
office. He took company adjustment I 
figures as his figures. He could find ! 
no records kept prior to his incum- 
bency. The loss last yearo since May 
1st, with two big fires — Braekman-Ker 
and Mi R. Smith's— was SThOOO. ■ 

Chief Davis considered that the, 
hoard of underwriters by their work: 
assisted very materially In cutting ) 
down fire losses. The department was j 
now adopting the code of I lit? national | 
board for moving-picture machines. 
Chief DavV* believed it would he a 
good thing to have a fin- marshal for 
the whole province. He would be use- 
ful in tracing the origin of Incendiary 
fires. 

Chief Davis then gave in some de- I 
tail the features of tin- Improvements I 
in the tire department sii.ee he took! 
charge. The department today was 
better for It.; size than any other on j 
the Coast. Moreover, the water sys- | 







tern was very greatly Improved. There 
was now at headquarters a static pres- 
sure of 05 pounds. 

Besides this, the high-pressure salt 
water system would give lf>0 pounds 
at tho pumping station. In Winnipeg 
the pressure ran to 1150 pounds and the 
same In New York and Toronto, but 
MO pounds he. considered enough for 
Victoria. 

To Mr. Shallcross Chief Davis said 
about 1100 pounds would be necessary 
for a sixteen-storev building. For a 
city this size a pressure of 250 pounds 
would be excessive. Asked as to Mr. 
Howe's report Chief Davis said he 
differed with Mr. Howe on several 
points, and would not care to discuss 
his report. Asked directly on certain 
points, the chief thought Mr. Howe's 
demand of three pumps would give 
"a lot of water." Moreover, the city 
had made another arrangement giving 
ns good a service as Mr. Howe's plan 
would give. Such a pressure as Mr. 
Howe's report, demanded would be un- 
reasonable in Victoria where the 
Driard Hotel, of seven storeys, is the 
highest building. 

As to handling the high pressure, 
Chief Davis said tho high pressure 
should be worked up. The only time 
that 350 pounds would he wanted 
would be in a large conflagration. It 
required several men and special ap- 
paratus to handle hose with high pres- 
sure on, 

Object of Evidence. 

Chairman Lehnle asked Mr. Shall- 
cross what he hoped to show by the 
Chief's evidence, and Mr. Shallcross 
said he hoped to show that the under- 
writers had based their rates un- 
scientifically in Victoria. 

Mr. Bodwell said that lie wanted it 
understood that Mr. Howe had come 
here and made his investigation at the 
expense of the underwriters and as a 
result of his' report tho increased firo- 
flghting capacity was developed. 

Chairman Lennie said that the only 
point to show was whether the result 
of Mr. Howe's report was to brace up 
the equipment. 

Chief Davis, questioned by Mr. 
.Shallcross, said that there were about 
four mysterious or suspicious fires 
since he came here out of a total of 
160 alarms, of which -7 were false 
alarms. This was a low percentage 
of supposed incendiary fires in the 
Chief's experience. 

The Chief would produce the To- 
ronto fire chief's report for last year. 
The Chief would not think that till per 
cent would be a fair per centage of 
incendiary fires, but not if applied to 
"suspicious" fires. 

Mr. Bodwell said that his figures 
of (JO per cent were referring to "sus- 
picious" fires. Tile Chief said practi- 
cally, all fires entered as "unknown" 
were "suspicious. 

Questioned as to whether or not the 
department can use the salt water 
pumps, Chief Davis said that while 
the mayor would not allow them to be 
used they could be employed In the 
event of a large conflagration. 

Asked by Mr. Ross as to the water 
condition at Elk lake last summer 
Chief Davis said in the dry months it 
was very Inadequate, and that. ;!0 j 
pounds at headquarters was consider- j 
ed good. The reservoir was empty at 
the present time. The water seeped j 
away. It should be filled if the sup- | 
ply. were to be adequate to the stated i 
equipment. There whs ample' pres- 
sure now at all season's of the year, i 
The pressure now 'of 05 static at head- j 
quarters was - plenty. . ■ :J 

• Answering MrV Ker, Chief Davis] 
said that he certainly thought than 
owing to the expenditure the city had I 
made on its fire protection system tho 
companies should give better rates 
here. 

Lumber Insurance 

Mr. Lawson went back on the stand 
on tlie completion of the chief's evi- 
dence and said that he had had con- 
siderable experience with lumber, 'in- 
surance and found it precarious and 
the risk great. 'Speaking of unlicensed 
competition .Mr. Lawson said tit pre- 
sent there were • 95 companies doing 
business in British Columbia, audi 
that of this number B5 were board 
companies; S3 were licensed, one was 
a local company and seven were not 
licensed. There were also lour under 
writing associations. Fifty-one com- 
panies held dominion licenses, 11 be- 
ing; board and 10 non-board; 30 had 
provincial licenses; 7 had no provin- 
cial license, and two had no charter.' 
Mr. Lawson did not believe it would j 
be possible to find out the business j 
done by unlicensed companies. Sir, 
Bodwell suggested applying to the 
provincial secretary for such informa- j 
tion, and Mr. Lenule asked that this j 
be done In order that the commission l 
might determine the competition bo- 1 
tween board and non-board compan- 

Mr. Bodwell asked If there was any j 
means of getting at statistics of those! 
American companies who rush brokers 
over from Seattle, take a few risks and; 
dodge back again the same day. Mr. I 
Lawsoil said that while a great deal j 
of this went on he did not think, 
figures bearing on it could be ob- 
tained. 

Mr. Lawson then gave a list of good 
risks taken away from Victoria, by 
outside companies, which did not pay 
any revenue. , 

Asked as to the method of adjusting 
losses as between home and foreign I 
companies Air. Lawson said lie could! 
only repeat .Mr. B. G. Day's statement 
of the day before (hat local cptripan- 1 
ies had a deeper Interest in giving a j 
policy holder the benefit of any doubt. 

The commission then adjourned for 
luncheon. | 



Effoct of Non- Licensed Licenses 



Mr. Lawson continued his evidence; 
under examination by .Mr. Bodwell j 
when the commission resumed after 1 
luncheon. He gave his opinion as to: 
the effect of non-licensee: companies j 
doing business in British Columbia 
and ask. m1 as to the Lloyd's policy held, 
by Mr. Ker, said that whilo : Mr. Kor| 
got a better rate than the board com- : 
panics could give 111 in he did not gel' 
any better security. 

Cross-examined by -Mr. Shallcross 
.Mr. LawsOn gave evidence as to the 
similarities and differences between 
certain board and non-board policies. 
Premiums in the Queen Company 
were paid in advance, Mr. Lawson I 
said, and a certain Interest would! 
therefore accrue prior to the average 
date of loss although Mr. Lawson did ! 
not think this was the right way n 
look at the matter. And ut the samel 
time it would often work the other I 
wily. However on tin? whole the. com- j 
puny would have some interest prior 
to the average date of less,, on pre- ; 
mlum receipts. This, however, Mr.; 
Lawson thought would have to be; 
figured in tin- underwriting profits., 
Mr. Shallcross thought not. and said I 
he would bring a sample policy later; 
to illustrate bis point. 

Air. Shallcross then worked up v.i I 
argument in figures by which he want- 
ed to show that even 'If the companies | 
did not make a cent on their Insurance j 
per se and yet wore drawing interest | 
at even "■ per cent, on their premium 
receipts they Were doing very 
deed. 



On the question of re- insurance of 
surplus linos or excess lints, Mr. Shall- 
cross asked (Mr, Lawson If this ar- 
rangement was not common and .Mr. 
Lawsoil said he had heard of treaty 
offices which were substantially re- 
insurance arrangements. Mr. Lawson 
would not saj more regarding Lloyd's 
rule respecting leaders than that his 
firm's experience had been that Lloyd's 
required leaders of reputation and good 
standing on all policies. 

Asked as to whether ho could call 
fire Insurance a home industry when 
many companies doing business here 
are organized in the old country, Air. 
Lawson thought that It could as the 
majority were Canadian companies. As 
to whether or not from a financial 
point of view It was, Mr. Lawson ad- 
mitted, essential that Canada look 
abroad for security. If tho effect of 
tho proposed bill was to make it harder 
to got insurance In British Columbia, 
Air. Shallcross wanted to know, would 
It not 'be a great hardship to tho mer- 
cantile interests. Mr. Lawson admitted 
that It would but said that as the bill 
could have, no such effect he 1 did not 
think the question fair. Air. Lawson 
said ho supposed anyone would admit 
that harm was a misfortune and a hard- 
ship. ' 

Air. Lawson admitted that with tho 
development In sight In British Co- 
lumbia the insurance business would 
greatly Increase but that even so the 
British Columbia companies could take 
care of It without re- Insurance. Asked 
if he thought companies licensed in 
British Columbia should be allowed to 
place re-insurance with unlicensed 
companies outside British Columbia, 
Air. Lawson would not answer as he 
said the question was purely one for 
the head offices of companies. 

A Serious Proposition. 

Mr. Shallcross asked If it would not 
bo a serious tiling to the local traders 
If they had to pay 10 per cent, to board 
companies when they could get it at 7 
per cent, elsewhere. Air. Lawson did 
not think so. 

Asked by Mr. Bodwell if there was 
not a contemplated reduction of rates 
in Victoria, Mr. Lawson said that it 
was understood that 'when the salt 
water system Is complete a new key 
rate giving a material reduction would 
ho established. 

H. F. Page, the new secretary of the 
Victoria board of fire underwriters, was 
the next witness. Ho gave evidence 
as to tho method of establishing a key 
rate. 

To Mr. Bodwell Mr. Fage said that 
if lie made the key rate in Victoria for 
confirmation by the board Ids consid- 
eration would be how much the Vic- 
toria is off the standard, having regard 
to tlie increased fire protection. 

To Air. Shallcross, Air. Page said lie 
had had experience in making key 
rates, but he was not familiar with 
the method of arriving at the Stan- 
dard rate. Air. Shallcross then wanted 
to know seme of the details of arriv- 
ing ut a key rale. He wished to show 
that 'ho rating- was done, according 
to a set formula prepared by tlie 
companies beforehand. Air. Page ad- 
mitted that rating was made on de- 
ficiencies from a standard prepared 
by experienced and expert men. .Mr. 
Page could modify tlie schedule, how- 
ever, at the dictate of his own dis- 
cretion. He was no t bound by tlie 
schedule. 

'"Then you are the whole thing?" 

"Up to a certain point." 

Air. Bodwell: "Certainly: up to a 
certain point. It is a scientific sched- 
ule prepared by scientilic men." 

Mr. Lennie (chairman); "Tlie main 
difficulty seems to be that it makes 
no provision for a scientilic appeal." 

Mr. Bodwell: "To whom could you 
appeal?" 

Mr. Lennie could not say. 

■Mr. Bodwell: "Ij' the Government 
would pay the salary of a competent 
man — but it would not." 

Mr. Lennie admitted that the nut 
was a hard one. 

Air. Lennie asked Air. Shallcross if 
'lie would produce any further evi- 
dence. Air. Shallcross said he could 
call more if necessary. Air. Lennie 
could not say if more would be wan ted 
or not. 

Air. Bodwell would call Air. Ross to 
correct certain points, but explained 
that ho would not have him examined 
in his official capacity as secretary of 
the board until the commission met 
in Vancouver. 

Wanted Mr. Ross 

Air. Shallcross wanted Air. Ross, 
especially on .Mr. Ivor's account, to 
explain about Hie scientific compila- 
tion of tlie schedule. Air. Ker said he 
would be exceedingly disappointed, 
after sitting here all week, if he was 
not to hear the explanation of the 
"King Prince of them all." "Air. 
Ross," said Air. Ker. "said time and 
again at tlie first of the hearing to 
'wait until he got into the box.' Now 
lie wants lo back out." 

Mr. Ross said that he positively 
had not intended to testify here. 

Mr. Ker said he certainly had In- 
timated his intention to do so and 
should not back out. 

"We have in Air. Shallcross," said 
Air. Ker, "an expert who knows how 
to handle tho thing and we want to 
hear him .ask Air. Ross something." 

Mr, Ross said that he would give 
all his evidence In Vancouver and 
Air. Ker could go there and hear him. 

Air. Shallcross said that It was a 
serious thing that he and his asso- 
ciates felt that they were face to face 
with a combine that could do anv- 
thlng It desired. 

Mr. Bodwell sold he thought Air. 
Shallcross ought to go to Vahcouver. 
The commission would feel lonely 
without him. 

Mr. Ross said lie could think of no 
one whom he would rather he cross- 
questioned by, 

Apart from some small portions of 
testimony, .Mr. Bodwell said he was 
about through as far as Victoria was 
concerned and he thought they could 

finish today surely. 

The commission then adjourned un- 
til ten o'clock this morning.

Perhaps the finest pictures of game 
and of timber that have over left tho 
province will be those included in the 
exhibit which British Columbia will 
make at the sportsman's show. 
Vienna, this summer. 

These are enlargements made by 
Mr. Leonard Frank, of Alberni. from 
his own photographs. They are eight 
in number. Four of these he has al- 
ready completed, and they give an 
idea of the character of tho series. 

Mr. Frank's collection of views aro 
regarded as tho best ever tuken of 
Vancouver island timber. Tho two 
pictures Included one of cedar on 
McBrlde creek, in tho vicinity of 
Sproat lake, and tho other of Douglas 
fir near Cameron lake, are most strik- 
ing.

reespect to tho improvement of con- 
ditions on the Kaslo & Southern Rail- 
way, nnother Great Northern service. 
In consequence of the unsatisfactory 
conditions at present prevailing, and of 
the representations referred to, tho 
government had during several days 
past boon in communication with the 
head officials of tho Groat Northern 
at St. Paul and there was now every 
reason to hope and believe that within 
a very short time tho company would 
havo its plans completed for the re- 
pair of the road to Sandon and tho 
resumption of through railway traffic 
between Kaslo and Sandon. The gov- 
ernment was fully aware of tho great 
Inconvenience and hardships occasioned 
tho people of Sandon and the district 
contiguous by present unsatisfactory 
conditions on tin; railroad, and in or- 
der that through train service might 
be restored at tho earliest possible 
moment the government was doing all 
in Its power in negotiations with the 
company, and with good prospect of 
success. ,. 

• The Premier's remnrks and the as- 
surance Implied, so welcome to the peo- 
ple of Slocan, were received with ap- 
plause. . 

No Land for Orientals. 

Upon the committal of the Land Act 
amendment bUl, Mr. Hayward of -Cow- 
lchah redeemed the promise be had 
given at nn earlier stage of the pres- 
ent session, in withdrawing his reso- 
lution touching Japanese ownership 
of lands in Canada, offering the fol- 
lowing as a substitute for section ,,13 
purposed to bo repealed: 

"It shall not be lawful for a com- 
missioner or for any .other person to 
Issue a pre-emption ' record for any 
Crown land, o'r sell any portion thero- 
or, or grant authority under the said 
Act to record or divert any water from 
tho natural channel of any stream, 
lake or river in this Province, to any 
but those of the Caucasian race," 

Elaborating his proposal, the mem- 
ber for Cowlchan intimated that lie did 
not think that the Inclusion of such a 
section would produce disallowance of 
the bill before committee. In this re- 
gard he took courage from the fact 
that both the Liquor Act and the 
Companies' Act, measures introduced 
by tho attorney general, contained al- 
so distinct provisions limiting priv- 
ileges under these measures to per- 
sons of the Caucasian race — in the 
liquor act by debarring others than 
Caucasians from licensees' privileges, 
and in the Companies Act by disallow- 
ing tho formation of Chinese or Jap- 
anese trade organizations. He held It 
to bo Imperative to the safety of a 
white Canada that tho Japanese should 
bo prevented from obtaining a foot- 
hold in the land, pointing out that 
wherever the Japanese had established 
themselves In special Industries, tho 
White man had been obliged to vacate. 
Tho strawberry culture of the Fraser 
was today monopolized by the Japan- 
ese; the herring fisheries of Nanai- 
mo were in a similar position. And 
the influx of the Japanese threatened 
tho prosperity of fruit raising In Brit- 
ish Columbia as a white man's industry. 
Personally hf should have liked to go 
much further thnh this amendment 
proposed. Ho hoped to do so at an- 
other session, but would let this move- 
ment stand as a beginning in the de- 
sired direction. He still contended that 
Japanese should be by legislation de- 
barred from holding land in Canada at 
all, and as argument as to the wis- 
dom of such procedure he pointed to 
tho experience of California wherever 
Japanese had come In In numbers. At 
Battlehoro in that state there were at 
present some 7,000 acres of orchard 
unaer Japanese ownership or control, 
and values of the land according to the 
statistics of the state, were shown to 
havo shrunk by more than one- third. 
Near Santa Clara, the principal berry 
and vegetable businesses were now all 
in Japanese hands; while near Fresno 
the control of the raisin industry had 
passed to tho Japanese, to the Infinite 
detriment of the interests of white resi- 
dents. 

The history of the negro question In 
tho south had its lesson for the people 
of Canada as to the danger of per- 
mitting an alien race from becoming 
owners or dominating the Industrial 
life of the land; while, as Secretary 
Seward had said as long ago as In 
1852, two civilizations were now meet- 
ing on the shores of the Pacific,, and It 
was for UN of western civilization to 
take heed lest we be swamped by this 
latest civilization of the yellow race. 
Ho hoped that tho government would 
next year llnd Itself able to so amend 
tho Land Registry act as to prevent 
tho registration of titles by any hut 
those of tho Canadian race, which 
would go very far toward providing an 
effective remedy for dangers that 
were far from imaginary Insofar as 
H1I3 western province In concerned! 
And lest It should be urged that bis 
proposals were going further than 
Justified by the treaty with Japan, ho 
pointed out, quoting a, letter from the 
Japanese consul to this province, that 
Japan today prescribes that no white 
man -may buy or own hind within her 
national borders, a 50-year louse be- 
ing the lcrgest concession made to 
others than nationals, although Japan 
Is stated to be contemplating a 
broader policy. 

Would CaiiGO Disallowance. 

Premier McBrlde, in expressing re- 
gret that the government could not 
hoc Its way to accepting the amend- 
ment, pointed out that there was In- 




volved a very obvious risk of disnlr 
lowance, which would destroy the ef- 
fect and purpose of this bill in Its en- 
tirety. As one principal section of the 
bill embodied and implemented an 
important pledge given by the gov- 
ernment to tho country, in respect to 
perpetultv of tenure in timber licenses, 
the risk was too great a one for the 
government to sanction or accept. 
The sessional papers and the records 
otherwise contained abundant proot 
of tho fixed policy of the Federal au- 
thority toward disallowance of the 
legislation of this province wherever 
that legislation might be interpreted 
as discriminatory toward the yellow 
races. Ho could quite understand, as 
well as the member for Cowlchan, the 
extent and the seriousness of the dan- 
gers arising through the influx of 
Orientals and their settlement in this 
country. California's experience was 
very much to the point as an object 
lesson. But unfortunately, British Co- 
lumbia, as a Canadian province, was 
not clothed with such untrammelled 
jurisdiction to deal with the great 
problem as the great majority of the 
people would heartily desire to see 
done. Under conditions as they are, 
the province was bound to abide by 
the constitutional limitations of Its 
powers in legislation and control, 
while doing all in the provincial power 
to keep upon record and the empha- 
size the fooling of British Columbia on 
this very Important question. Al- 
though the government might not go 
US far as the member for Cowiehan 
could desire, or as the government ci- 
vet the country .night desire, there 
could be no doubting that during the 
past seven years the record of the 
government demonstrated a fixed and 
unhesitating determination to preserve: 
British Columbia as a white country 
by every possible means. The non- 
desirability of Orientals as residents 
had been recognized in every way 
within constitutional limitations by 
tills government, but he regretted to 
say this amendment could not bo ac- 
cepted lest it jeopardize legislation 

Important to the country and imple- 
menting a ministerial pledge. lie 
trusted that ere long legislation would 
be found on the statute book of Can- 
ada, which would protect and reserve 
all interests and all portions of this 
fair Dominion for the White peoples, 
lie hoped Unit under all circumstances 
the member for Cowiehan would with- 
draw bis amendment.

Mr Williams strenuously combatted 
the suggestion of the first minister, 
supporting the proposal contained 111 
tho amendment, and urging that dis- 
allowance was an over-worked bogey 

less serious than It was represented to 
bo. On this point he thought that 
the arguments anticlpatorily advanced 
bv the member for Cowlchan, in re- 
spect to the very similar proposals 
contained In the Liquor act and in the 
Companies' act made that member's 
position unassailable, and demon- 
strated thO absurdity of the position 
assumed bv the first minister that the 
constitution debarred British Colum- 
bia fl'diri exercising the right of solf- 
proteciloh. it was possible that tho 
Liauor act might bo disallowed, and 
he did not very seriously believe that 
the attorney-general would be Vastly 
troubled if it were, finding that. It 
went a little further than he had in- 
tended. There was only one point 
upon flitch ho could agree with the 
premier's position. If it were possible 
that tho timber legislation should be 
fitaliy affected by the incorporation 
of the proposal in" the amendment,- it 
might be. better to embody each in a 
separate Item of legislation, so that 



tho. affect, of disallowance-., might, be. 
minimized and' restricted. _ 7 T, '' \ 

There was -sormHUlng very : familiar 
in the: position taken, by Mr. Brewster 
that, disallowance war* merely a poli- 
tical' shilbbeleth, .appealed to on every 
"occasion by the party 'opposite -himih 
order to win capital against the Lib- 
oral government . at •>. Ottawa, whose 
wickedness was Invariably tho excuse 
for any neglect of .provincial interest 
that the local' authorities might desire 
to cover. lie cited the British North 
America act, and ulso provincial sta- 
tutes as showing where exclusive con- 
trol in land matters is vested in tho 
province, and urged that there could 
be no real and legitimate danger of 
disallowance involved in the accept- 
ance of the profcrred amendment. 

The premier, replying, referred 
categorically to items of correspond- 
ence with Ottawa, distinctly inter- 
dicting even tho refusal of liquor 
licenses to Chinese as discriminatory; 
while since 189C repeated proof was 
forthcoming as to tho unalterable de- 
termination of the federal authority 
to disallow any provincial legislation 
that might be interpreted as discrim- 
inatory against the Orientals. Even 
Svitli regard to Hie provincial fran- 
chise tho province had been obliged 
to carry Its case to the Privy Council 
in order to retain Its right to decide 
against the extension of the franchise 
of this province to representative of 
the alien yellow races. While sadly 
handicapped' by constitutional limita- 
tion of powers, the government had 
strictly adhered to the principle fav- 
ored in British Columbia, and in all 
dealings with land, with timber, with 
water rights, with minerals, etc., no 
departure had at any time -been made 
from the principle of denying tho 
alienation of any of these assets to 
the peoples other than whites. 

Mr. Hayward did not think the sug- 
gestion of disallowance was at all 
logical when viewed in connection with 
the fact of the Liquor Act and the 
Companies Act going even further 
than tills amendment ih discrimin- 
ation against. Orientals. Ho had, 
however, no desire to Imperil the 
safety of the timbor tenure legisla- 
tion, and would ^therefore withhold 
action and introduce tho principle of 
his amendment as a separate bill next 
session, If assured by the government 
of its approval and support. 

The point of possible — Indeed prob- 
able disallowance— was still further 
debated at Same- length by Messrs. 
Brewster, McBrlde and the attorney- 
■gbPoral, after which tho amendment 
was withdrawn. 

A moment later it was re-intro- 
duced by Mr. Hawthornthwalte, who 
forced a division after further debu'.e. 
having the satisfaction of securing tho 
largest support accorded him as. yet 
this session, the 'affirmative votes be- 
ing those of Messrs. Hayward, Mc- 
Gulre, Wright, Williams, Jardlno, and 
himself — Mr. Brewster being tempor- 
arily absent from the chamber.

Tin- meeting is not called with any 
■ other purpose than to place on record 
'the sentiments of the people of Vic- 
toria on the question of naval defence. 
It is not intended as a partizan d 
monstratlon. We understand that tin: 
resolution to be submitted will favor 
a Canadian navy acting in conjunction 
witii tin: Imperial navy for the gen 
eral defence of the Empire, and, per 
haps, will suggest an emergency eon 
tribution from Canada. 

THE FRENCH IN CANADA 



There was a little talk on the Sen- 
ate a day or two ago, originating in 
the request of a Senator from Quebec 
that the government should put a stop 
to the orations of Mr. Justice Long 
ley, of Nova Scotia, who seems to be 
under the impression I that, when Can- 
ada has a population of fifty millions, 
the relations between tho Dominion 
and the United Kingdom will not be 
just what they are now. We do not 
suppose that anything that any one 
can say now will make very much 
difference in this regard to the peo- 
ple who shall be living in Canada in 
those days; but the Senator's request 
is worthy of notice because it casts 
some light upon the Relations of the 
people of Quebec to' .the Empire.. The 
oft-quoted saying that the lust gun to 
•■be discharged in defence of British 
connection will be 'fired by a French- 
Canadian, has more of a meaning than 
many of us think. French-Canadian 
'loyalty to -this connection Is hardly 
open to " question. There was at one 
time" a WuTveiiTent" of some strength in 
"iavo'r 1 ' 'of' ' what 'may' be called 
Canadian Nationalism among the peo- 
ple of Quebec, but we do not think it 
.is anything like as pronounced as it 
;used to he, and in the recent marked 
demonstration in that province in fav- 
or of co-operation in the naval de- 
fence of the Empiro is evidence of a 
drifting away from any notions, . in 
[favor of a separate nationality that 
may at one time have existed. 

We will understand the situation 
''better if we refresh our memories a 
little in regard to some historical 
facts. For this purpose we must go 

• back nearly a century and a half, and 
think of the conditions existing on the 
North American Continent in the 
years following those in wlilch 
AVolfe by his glorious victory brought | 
New France under the British crown. 
There was 'at that time much uneasi- 
ness In the Thirteen English Colonies, 
and thi' British statesmen of those 
days sought to make the British hold 
upon the newly acquired territory 
secure. On the other hand the lead- 
ers of the people of Quebec, the seig- 
neurs and the clergy, had no desire to 
be drawn into the whirlpool of dlscon- 

• tent which was swaying the course of 
the colonies to the south. Then- was 
nothing in common between the aris- 
tocratic seigneurs of the ill. Lawrence 
valley, and the democracy of tiie New 
England colonies. The French clergy- 
saw nothing to be desired in inde- 
pendence, which would surely bring 

.the country under the control of the 
partisan Protestant element, then 

'dominating the English settlements. 
Here then was fruitful ground to be 
cultivated by the statesmen or Bri- 
tain, and they were not slow to dis- 
cover means whereby they could secure 
the northern part of the British dom- 
inions from part: Ipation in the dis- 
content so rapidly developing to the 
South. Without going into details, for 
space will not permit even a resume 
of the negotiations which afterwards 

.found expression in imperial legisla- 
tion, it is sufficient to say that the 

.seigneurs and the clergy saw in Bri- 
tish connection a means whereby tho 
ancient laws of New Franco and the 
position of the Roman Catholic church 
could be preserved unimpaired. To 
the French Canadians of .1770 British 
connection meant what they held 
dearer than anything else, and they 
were prepared to fight in order to 
maintain it, which in point of fact 

•they did on more than one occasion. 
Unless we keep this fact in mind we 
Will never fully understand what Bri- 
tish connection moans to Quebec 
i After Confederation there arose a 
strong' movement to increase the in- 
fluence of Quebec in the affairs cf tho 
Dominion. Education became more 
general; the racial idea was cultivat- 
ed; repatriation was encouraged 
among those who had gone to the 
United States; the colonization of 



prominent French families just 
strong a desire to retain their ancient 
laws and customs as ever there was. 
The settlement of "Western- Canada 
has shattered any dream of French' 
supremacy, and has made National- 
Ism seerrt only tho first step towards 
the loss o<! the institutions, which are 
especially dear to tho French heart. 
British connection saved to Quebec 
the laws, language and religion, which 
its people esteem as priceless, and in 
British connection alone does there 
seem to be any guarantee that these 
will bo preserved to them. 

We make these observations in 
no spirit of hostile criticism. The 
point of view of the people of Quebec 
is natural. When Sir "Wilfrid Laurier 
says he is a British subject, but above 
all else a Canadian, he speaks as any 
one, who knows tho history of the 
French in Canada, would expect him 
to speak. "We are unreasonable if we 
expect the descendant of men, in 
whose veins there Is not a drop 
of British blood, and who have 
been nurtured under Institutions 
which are not British, to look on Im- 
perial questions as those cf us do, who 
are British in origin, education and 
tradition; but when the matter is 
understood it will be seen that In this 
very difference there is a source of 
strength to the imperial tie. If read- 
ers will follow out the suggestions, 
which' the above brief sketch of the

BRITISH POLITICS 

The person who ; does the guessing 
about British politics for the United 
States newspapers seems to have sus- 
pended operations for the present. If 
he feels, somewhat discouraged, we 
would not he surprised, for he has 
been wrong almost always. Now that 5 
the elections are over and the excite- 
ment has had a chance to simmer 
down, it is apparent to every one that 
the electorate; did not express itself 
In a pronounced way on any subject. 
Tho position of the House of Lords 
alone has been made clear. Lord 
Lansdowne's resolution, which pre- 
cipitated the election, was only to the 
t-rfect that tho Budget ought to be 
submitted to a popular vote. The 
Government having been sustained, 
the clear duty of the Lords is to pass 
the Budget when it is smt up, and 
that this is their intention is beyond 
any doubt. But at this point the les- 
son of the election becomes uncertain. 
No one need pretend that the voters 
have demanded the abolition of the 
House of Lords. There has arisen a 
general demand for the reform of that 
body, but this is not confined to any 
one party. It cannot be said that the 
majority of the electorate has declar- 
ed in favor of Home Rule for Ireland, 
for this was not an Issue in the cam- 
paign. So far as tariff reform is con- 
cerned, it is a case of "as you were." 
As was shown by a paragraph quoted 
a day or two ago from the London 
Times, the great industrial centres 
have shown a preference for free 
trade. Tin- gi eater part of the Irish 
vote did not concern Itself with this 
question at all, and it is impossible 
to segregate the Unionist vote so as 
to decide how many voters went with 
(hat party because it stood for pro- 
tection and how many . were Influenc- 
ed by other considerations. In like 
manner, no one can pretend by analy- 
sis to say what proportion of the 
votes for Liberal candidates were cast 
In their favor because they stood for 
freo trade. On this question the ver- 
dict Is absolutely inconclusive, except 
that there has undoubtedly been a 
very strong movement towards pro- 
tection during recent years. 

The result of the elections leaves 
British politics in a sort of transition 
stage, and no one Is far-seeing enough 
to discover what, the solution of the 
various problems will be. Things tire 
not quite at an Impasse, for the Gov- 
ernment can carry on In a sort of a 
way. If it were not. for the uncertain 
character of the parties upon whom 
.Mr. Asqulth must rely for support, 
his course would be easy enough, for 
the combined majority of Liberals, 
Laborites and Nationalists is large 
enough for all purposes. But tho Na- 
tionalists are a very uncertain factor, 
They defeated Mr. Gladstone on one 
occasion, and It may stjlt their pur- 
poses to. defeat Mr. Asqulth. We do 
not think Mr. Balfour has any desire 
for such .x consummation. He is in

spurred on, as political leaders are in 
Canada, by followers who want to

RESULTS OF VISIT 



Board of Trade Delegates Re- 
turn From Ottawa and Will 
Present Report of Mission 
Today 



Expressing themselves as thorough- 
ly satisfied with the results of' their 
visit, Messrs. Simon Leiser and 
Joshua Klngham, the Board of Trade 
delegates to Ottawa, arrived back in 
tho city last night, and this afternoon 
will present a report of their mission 
at tho monthly meeting of the Board 
of Trade, 

The delegation 1ms been absent 
since February 12th, and while in Ot- 
tawa had interviews with Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, Hon. W. S. Fielding, 
Hon. R. Lemieux, Hon. S. Fisher, 
Hon. F. Oliver and Hon. W. Temple- 
man, Among the matters taken up 
was that of extensive improvements 
to the inner harbor, a scheme being 
proposed to the Dominion Govern- 
ment whereby, through the expendi- 
ture of some $250,000, the channel 
lying between the Songhees Reserve 
and the Wharf street docks could bo 
considerably widened within two 
years. Tile scheme comprised the 
purchase of two Lobnitz dredges at 
a cost of $30,000 each, tho pursuance 
of work night and day on the dredges 
already employed in the harbor, and 
a considerable amount of blasting 
work. 

Another matter taken up with tho 
ministers was that of tho necessity, 
for a more elllcient mall service to the 
north. The question of a site, for tho 
experimental farm to be established 
in tho immediate vicinity of Victoria 
was discussed with the Hon. Sydney 
Fisher. In this connection the begin- 
ning of building operations at onco 
was urged. In an interview with tho 
Hon. It. Lemieux attention was drawn 
to the widespread dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed in Victoria at tho recent or- 
der whlcn led to the closing of post 
ofllce boxes on Sunday. Mr. Lemieux 
was nslted to repeal this order, as far 
as Britisli Columbia was concerned. 

Both Mr. Leiser and Mr. Kingham 
state that the result of their visit was 
most satisfactory but they declined to 
say, fienciing their report to the Board 
of Trade, what guarantees the minis- 
ters hail given. Owing to the snow 
slides In the Rockies the delegates 
returned west via the Crows Nest 
Pass route. They state that the oflic- 
. la-Is of the C.P.R. did everything in 
their power to make the journey as 
comfortable as possible. The trip 
throughout was a very pleasant one. 

The statement made by the dole- 
gates that their visit to Ottawa has 
been in every way satisfactory will 
doubtless have the effect of attracting 
a. large attendance to the monthly 
meeting of the Board of Trade, 
which commences at 3 p.m. today, A 
.'.detailed .account of- the interviews 
with tile ministers will be given, and 
the recital promises to prove of an 
interesting character.

Mnlntaln's Statement, 

Sir— A few days ago my attention was 
drawn to a paragraph in a paper pub- 
lished in Victoria in which the editor, 
r couid not say criticised, but sneered 
at the idea of smelting Iron by means 
of charcoal as being altogether too an- 
tiquated. Now what tho Colonist did 
advocate was the establishment of an 
iron and steel manufactory somewhere 
between Victoria and Nanaimo on ac- 
count of the near proximity to the coal 
supply which clearly indicated the In- 
tention was to smelt tho ore by means 
of coal or coke as in ordinary blast fur- 
nace practice, and all subsequent opera- 
tions to be carried on by means of coal 
and If the writer of that paragraph 
had read, my letter he must have seen 
that ,1 advocated the sumo plan for the 
manufacture of the steel rails, bars 
or plates in common use. It was on 
account of tho smaller amount of capi- 
tal required to construct a plant for 
reducing tho richest kinds of ore, such 
as magnetite by means of charcoal to 
produce the highest grade of iron or 
steel and in localities where a coul sup- 
ply was not available that I mentioned 
this plan. and I may again say that this 
method in spito of Its antiquity is thor- 
oughly practical and would be a profit- 
able investment. If tile editor ot the 
Week knows anything about the Iron 
industry he may have heard of Swed- 
ish Iron and its superior qualities which 
Is magnetic Iron ore smelted by means 
of charcoal as practiced at Dannemora 
In Sweden, and - I can assure him that 
even in such an iron manufacturing 
district as the north of England, many 
contracts for the. highest class of work 
have had an express stipulation that 
the articles must bo manufactured from 
the best Swedish iron and every one 
concerned having a perfect knowledge 
that such iron was smelted by such an 
antiquated method. Do you imagine u 
surgeon's lancet is made from the same 
material and in the same manner as a 
steel rail, a car axle or an engine 
shaft, all these are manufactured by 
modern methods, whereas the material 
to make tho lancet is got by the same 
method as that originated by that old 
firm of Tuban Cain & Co., but ages be- 
fore Tubal Cain commenced bis iron 
manufactory his ancestors smelted 
brass or bronze by means of charcoal 




and In many instances turned out 
vastly superior article than wo can do 
today, and going further back before 
oven tho brass foundry came into use 
their remote ancestors worked in clay 
and used a machine called a potter's 
vjheol which was old even in the time 
of Homer.

I. myself, have 
many times, and I never hoard any 
complaint that It was too antiquated. 
Provo all things but bold to that which 
is good was the advice given to 
nearly nlnoteon hundred years ago and 
by following that advice wo have ad- 
hered to the Fotter's wheel , fur the 
manufacture of earthenware mugs and 
fttj retained the system of 
iron by means of charcoal for 
tho highest class of work and anti- 
quated though they' may be I am In 
hopes wc may with some slight modifi- 
cations see Tubal Cain's system of 
smelting iron and trip Potter's wheel 
at work in some of our British Colum 
bla valleys.

Potts. 

Tho sad news was received here 
yesterday of the death at Field, B. 
C., of George A. Stewart Potts, for 
many years a resident of A'ictoria, 
during which time lie followed the le- 
gal profession and .more recently a 
prominent, barrister of AA'innlpeg, Man. 

Mi-. Potts has been in poor health 
for some months. He suffered from 
an attack of pneumonia and after re- 
covering to some extent was overcome 
by a relapse. This occurred on AA'ed- 
nesday, February 11th. His condition 
then was very serious, his life being 
despaired of. Once again he partially 
regained his strength and, against his 
physician's advice, set out for the 
coust accompanied by his wife. His 
Idea was that the milder climate here 
would enable him to be In the open 
air more, which, he thought, would 
give him back his health. He was 
bound through to Portland, Ore., to 
join his parents. Arriving at Field, 
B. C., he became exceedingly ill, was 
removed from tho train, and although 
receiving all the attention that medi- 
cal skill and expert nursing could ad- 
minister, succumbed yesterday. 

Northern Ontario was the home of 
the late Mr. Potts as a youth. Ho 
was born there about forty years ago, 
his father, a former English army 
surgeon, having settled down in that 
province to practice. He was edu- 
cated at the old Victoria college, Co- 
burn, Ont., and on the completion of 
his education took up newspaper work 
in Toronto. To manage a paper at 
Lethhrldgc Mr. Potts came west in 
the late eighties.

PETERSBURG, March 9.— The 
trial of Nicholas Tschalkovsky and 
Madame Breshkovskava on the chargo 
of revolutionary conspiracy ended to- 
day with the acquittal of Tschalkovsky 
and a comparatively mild sentence Im- 
posed upon Mine. Bivshkovskay.i. 

Tsohalkbv sky's .counsel was so pessi- 
mistic with rogard to the outcome that 
he spent the interval while the jurors 
retired In planning an appeal. Mine. 
Breshkovskaya's counsel lamented the 
tact that sbo lacked four years of the 
age exempting her from bard labor. 

The first gleam of hope came when 
th,- judges dropped tho charge against 
the woman Of preaching the assassina- 
tion of the emperor, under which exile 
with hard labor was Inevitable on con- 
viction; The jurors deliberated for ten 
minutes, the doors were opened and tho 
,;rdlOt was rendered. AVhlle -Mine. 
Breshkovskaya's sentence provides for 
a perpetual exile, slip escaped hard la- 
bor, which her counsel consider a greet 
victory. 

NAVY •EXTENSION 



Admiralty's Estimates Provide for 
Largo Expcndituro or. New 
Vessels 



LONDON, March 9.— Thu navy es- 
timates for 1910 which were issued by 
tho Admiralty tonight provided for an 
expenditure of $202,018,500, an increase 
of $27, SOii, 000 over 1909. The increase 
is almost wholly taken up by ship- 
building and armaments authorized by 
parliament heforo dissolution, 

Tho new programme provides for 
five large armored ships, five protect- 
ed cruisers. 20 destroyers, and a con- 
siderable number of submarines.

Tho .advantage of school gardens 
has been spoken of several times m 
this column, and It has been said 
that it would be a good thing for the 
children of Victoria if the buildings 
and grounds surrounding the' schools 
could be rendered more attractive. 
The grounds of tho High school lire 
,aloely lcept, and the llowers in tho 
borders are carefully cultivated. Thfi 
little people of Kingston street school 
have the wall covered with roses, and 
until the grounds were spoiled by tho 
builders th<j borders were gay ' with 
blossoms. 

The South Park school has now 
entered upon the work of boautlflca- 
tion, and in a few weeks the beds will 
be gay with crocusscs and tulips to be 
succeeded by annuals of many kinds. 
Tho work has been done under the 
supervision of Mr. McLean, who Is tin 
aident advocate of school gardens. 
The pupils have worked With a will, 
and only regret that the space at their 
disposal is so small. 

Mr. E. B. Osier has given $25,000 to- 
wards providing playgrounds for the 
children of Toronto. This is only ono 
of many gifts which this wealthy and 
generous man has given to the eity. 
Hut it may well be believed that there 
is no other that Will do so much, and 
such lasting good. Whatever helps to 
make children healthy and happy does 
good not only to this generation, but 
to all succeeding ones. Tho difficulty 
which tho Playgrounds Association, 
of such cities as Toronto and Mon- 
treal find In obtaining suitable spots 
In which their children can play 
should warn us in our growing time 
not to forget that there are Other 
needs of a city than business sites. 
Every day tho space owned by the 
corporation is growing less. It may 
be unite true that we do not need pub- 
lic play grounds for little children 
now, but who is to say, unless space 
is reserved for them, that it Will be 
available When it is needed V The 
value of our open air recreation 
grounds In keeping our boys from 
foolish and harmful amusements is 
not sufficiently appreciated by all Vic- 
toria mothers. The girls, already need 
more room than they have for inno- 
cent and healthy games. To secure 
this for the coming season is an Im- 
mediate necessity. It' should not Vie 
difficult to, do this. But it is scarcely 
less important that beautiful and 
pleasant spots should be set apart 
where the little boys and girls of the 
Victoria of the future shall play. 

Fifty-si:; boys and girls form the 
very large family that the new ma- 
tron of the Protestant Orphanage has 
Tdot her care. The greater number 
of these . children attend school every 
day. Let any mother stop for a lew 
minutes to think what it must mean to 
see that between thirty and forty boys 
and girls are ready for school every 
morning before 'J o'clock, and that 
their clothing is kept in order. In 
these wet days it must bo no light 
task to keep all those pairs of feet 
dry, not to speak of the darning of 
stockings. Then, instead of the quiet 
that prevails In most homes w'ben the 
bustle of getting the scholars off. is 
over there are the twenty odd little 
ones to be attended to throughout the 
whole day. All this tho matron and 
her assistant have learned by long 
practice to do without forgetting the 
needs of any. 

But diflieult as it may be to care for 
tho comfort of tho inmates of the 
homo, so far as their clothing and 
management is concerned, this is not 
as heavy a task, perhaps as preparing 
and selecting their food. To keep 
nearly sixty children properly nour- 
ished must require much forethought 
as well as skill and hard work. But 
all this the women who have charge of 
the Orphanage with the excellent 
board are quite competent to manage. 

What they want the public to do is 
to help them pay for the food and 
clothing which all these children re- 
quire. There are some of them who 
are provided for. But the greater 
number are quite dependent on the 
help of the generous people of Vic- 
toria. As a rule this help is readily 
| given, but this month, for some rea- 
son, tho contributions have not been 
so liberal. This is unfortunate for, as 
every mother knows, shoes and stock- 
ings, and dresses and coats never 
wore out more quickly than they have 
during the weeks since Christmas. As 
mercifully, all the young people are 
well, it is safe to say that never be- 
fore has more bread and butter and 
meat and vegetables been eaten in 
tho same time, and it is also very 
certain that the food purchased never 
cost more. It may bo that the incle- 
ment weather lias hindered the usual 
number of donations from reaching 
the Homo on the Hill. Of course the 
children will not suffer from this, but 
the ladies' committee must have found 
their labor of love a harder one than 
usual. 

The story of the founding of the 
sanitarium at Saranac. which has been 
taken for a model for institutions for 
the cure of tuberculosis on their con- 
tinent, is told in last week's number 
of the New York Outlook. It is a 
hopeful story, and one likely to reas- 
sure many who still look upon tuber- 
culosis as a disease which la always 
fatul. 

Thirty-two years ago Dr. Edwa.'d L. I 
Trudean. found that at tho outset of 
ills career as a physician, ho had con- 
tracted tuberculosis. Instead of bow- 
ing, as many others did at that time, 
to what seemed an Inevitable- fate, the 
young doctor went to a little Village 
on Saranac lake: He found it a ham- 
lot of half a dozen houses with a saw- 
mill near. Here, among tiie pines, the 
young doctor found that lie gradually 
recovered, instead of losing strength. 
He studied and thought, and conceiv- 
ed tho Idea of helping others to stay 
tho progress of the terrible disease or 
to euro it altogether. A guide led him 
further Into the depths of the forest, 
and seven years after he had come to 
tho place Dr. Trudean built a two- 

I room shack on a mountain side over- 
looking tho Saranac river. Here ho 

| began with two patients the outdoor 
treatment, which ten years of study 
and experiment had taught him would 
he effectual In the cure of consump- 
tion. Tho success which attended his 
efforts enabled the doctor five years 
later to add a small laboratory to Ids 
house. While doing this ho overturn- 
ed a lamp and burned the modest 
establishment Dr. Osier on hearing 
of his misfortune, sent him a sympa- 
thetic telegram, In which he foretold 
that the seeming misfortune would bo 
the beginning of greater success. The 
prophesy proved a true one. there are 
now at Saranac modern cottages, u 



library, administration building, . a 
chapel, a medical building and an ad- 
mirably equipped laboratory. 

What is 6ven more important, tho 
open air treatment lias come to bo 
believed in on tills continent, and 
sanitaria are being built in many 
suitable localities. 

A few weeks ago some friends 
planned and carried out the celebra- 
tion of the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of tho building of the two room shack 
on tho hillside. Tho story of the pro- 
gress of tho work was told in a series 
of tableaux, "rendered by men and 
women Identified with his work, many 
of whom had gone to Saranac origin- 
ally as invalids." Not tho least Im- 
portant of the methods taken by Dr. 
Trudean in his battle with consump- 
tion is tho humor and high spirits 
which ho encourages among his pati- 
ents. Ho showed tills in the short 
speocli ho made, "recalling tho fact 
that when he went into the wilderness 
it was as an exile, but that he had 
faith and optimism, an indifferent 
education," but "the best wife ever 
mini had," "Tho celebration was 
unique as an expression of a very 
rare and beautiful personality; its 
humor, its pathos, It:; tenderness, tho 
atmosphere of sympathetic human 
service which enveloped it. all inter- 
preted tho man. whose life has been 
one long consecration to his fellow- 
men." 

Perhaps there are not many readers 
who have passed middle age, who do 
not recall with a sigh, some life full of 
promise which was cut off by the ter- 
rible disease which Dr. Trudean con- 
quered himself and helped others to 
overcome. 

Everyday Is showing more and more 
tho necessity of instructing children 
in the duties of citizenship. The school 
fails of one of its most Important pur- 
poses if It does not prepare a boy for 
tin' life lie will enter on leaving its 
walls. 

Every one is unfortunately familiar 
with the fact that many men have a 
very wrong conception of the duties of 
a juror. Verdicts are given that are 
manifestly not in accordance wlflh 
the evidence given. A commission late- 
ly appointed in California to inquire 
into the causes of the failure of mon 
to perform the duty of juror honestly 
attributed it in part to a lack of edu- 
cation, and in i ! ts report declared: 
"No child should be permitted to leave 
the grammar school until he has hud 
thoroughly instilled into him a strong 
sense of his obligation to the stato to 
set aside all prejudice or private in- 
terest and act as juryman in any case 
in which he may be summoned. He 
should be taught that this obligation 
is sacred; and that its performance 
is the highest kind of personal service, 
outranking the mere physical courage 
and devotion of the soldier." 

It Is not an easy thing to make 
a boy see that moral courage and ab- 
solute truthfulness are higher quail- 
ties than tile bravery It Is so natural 
for them to admire; but it is for that 
very reason all the moro necessary 
that it should be taught. 

Another prominent teacher say:;: 
"We must get a way from the notion 
that we are training the child to be 
a Citizen In the future. We must start 
out witli the idea that the child is now 
a citizen. It is a mistake to think that 
tho child is going to be a citizen, be- 
hecause he is a. cl.tlzen now. He is a 
citizen, perhaps, with simple relations 
to the community life; and what we 
are doing is to take this' individual 
with these simple relations to life 
and extend these relations throughout 
the community life -as he proceeds. 
The child should learn at the very 
outset that he is going to school be- 
cause the community expects that by 
■ doing that very thing he is learning 
to become a better citizen and quali- 
fying himself to perform civic ser- 
vice." Not tho least of tho reasons 
why it is wise to place men at the 
head of schools where boys »re taught 
Is because they ought to understand 
better than women what the future 
duties of their pupils should be with 
regard to the city and the state. A 
knowledge of these Is of importance, 
especially in these days, when charges 
of graft and corruption are far too 
common. 

The ladles of Bellihgham are going 
to hold a Sweet-pea show early In 
August.

Meanwhile the oak and or- 
chard trees give evidence that In our 
own city the homely cheerful little 
birds are increasing fast. Are they 
busy destroying tho enemies of the 
trees or are they living on garbage 
and preparing to drive away tho 
smaller birds who will visit us in a 
few weeks? We all know that we 
cannot afford to destroy any enemy of 
the pests which multiply so fast in 
our orchards and gardens; at the same 
time we have not so large a number 
of migratory birds now that we should 
encourage the saucy 'invader who may 
make our city and suburbs an unde- 
sirable home for them. We may ta'.te 
It for granted that the robin and the 
meadow lark can protect themselves, 
We are not so certain about the hum- 
ming birds, tiie wrens and the warb- 
lers, as well as the smaller native 
cousins of the sparrow himself. There 
Is, however, this to bo said for the 
sparrow. In England, where he ap- 
pears to bo unmolested, song birds 
flourish in a number and variety 
known in few countries.

It may be prejudice, but the state- 
ment that women are to form part of 
the police force of the city of Indian- 
apolis is not one which most women 
will welcome. That in all places 
wliere women criminals are confined 
there ought to be women warders and 
matrons is readily granted. Such 
work, to some extent, at least, is 
remedial, and tho worst women can- 
not be Injured by contact with those 
of their own sex, who in the fulfilment 
of their duty, come In contact with 
them. It is, too, quite conceivable 
that the character of those who de- 
vote themselves to the service of the 
weak and degraded may be strength- 
ened, rather than Injured by the du- 
ties of such an office. But the work 
of bringing criminals to justice is not 
one that is consistent with all that we 
have been accustomed to think most 
womanly. That it is necessary to ar- 
rest evildoers must bo admitted, but 
that women should bring about their 
punishment seems neither needful nor 
fitting.

himself. He had been a faithful sup- 
porter of the Liberal party for 25;

This statement drew forth laughter 
and a chorus of "Ob. oh's" from the!

It was not pleasant for a follower, 
added Mr. Elmmerson, to be in a posi- 
tion wiiere he could not. sec eye to eye 
with hi£i leader*, but in his case, his 



convictions would not bo »upprossed. 
After this profession of faith Mr. 
Emerson denounced Mr, Monk as tho 
leader of the "do nothing" party, and 
characterized Mr. Borden'3 gift of two 
Dreadnoughts proposition us an act 
of expediency, not of policy. He 
agreed with the government on tho 
principle of tlie bill, but uuestioned 
the need of bringing the matter before 
the country at the present time. 

Mr, Emmerson denied that he had 
used tho term '.'tin-pot navy." He 
had been heralded all over the coun- 
try us the originator of tl)e phrase, 
■but tie was not aware that lie had 
ever used.lt. Turning to Canada's 
position, lie argued that she should 
use her capital for her own develop- 
ment. Transportation, Immigration, 
consular agents, all demanded money, 
.lie 'did not object to tho initial ex- 
penditure, but lie pointed out that It 
was merely preliminary. There must 
be dry docks, navy yards and admir- 
alty boards. He criticized tha ever 
increasing:, expenditure on the militia. 
In his opinion there were far too 
many soldiers about. .They tolled not, 
neither did they spin, but they wore 
line raiment. 

Then Mr. Emmerson outlined a 
policy of Ilia _ own. 'Summarized, it 
turned- out- to' be, training ships 0:1 
both oceans and the great lakes for 
building up a personnel. When a 
Canadian navy was built in Canada it 
should be officered and manned by 
Canadians. For the question of emer- 
gency lie would raise a fund to bo 
placed in the Bank of England, named 
the Canadian Peace Fund, to be raised 
by setting aside a percentage of the 
customs receipts amounting to five or 
more millions a year. In art emer- 
gency It could be used for the de- 
fence of tho Empire. In the mean- 
time, such a fund would remind the 
world that Canada would be behind 
the Empire in Hmc of trouble. Fin- 
ally, Mr. Emmerson swallowed his 
previous convictions, which he ex- 
pressed at length and intimated that 
he would vote for the bill, because ho 
absolutely opposed the contribution 
proposal of Mr. Borden and the "do 
nothing" policy of Mr. Monk. 

Mr. Lancaster, of Lincoln-Niagara, 
in a forceful speech, supported Mr. 
Borden's amendment on the ground 
that It was to show to the world ex- 
actly where Canada stood In relation 
to the Empire. The bill as drafted, 
in ills opinion, must lead to Indepen- 
dence. He declared that the ^Premier's 
statement that he was neither an Im- 
perialist or an anti-Imperialist, did 
not mean anything. 

Insurance by Navy 

After a brief speech in favor of Mr. 
Borden's amendment by Mr. Lalor, of 
Haldimand. Major Currie; of North 
Slmcoe, gave his reasons for opposing 
the bill. After discussing the history 
of the defence question, Major Currie 
took up the question of insurance. 
For a country with a large mercantile 
marine a navy is insurance. Great 
Britain has In steamers of 100 tons 
and upwards 17.700,000 tons. She 
spends on her navy practically $10 a 
year per ton of mercantile shipping. 
Now Canada has, deducting her ships 
on the great lakes, 100,000 tons of 
steam shipping In vessels of 100 tons 
and upwards. On the same basis, her 
.'"insurance" would be one million a 
year . "Now sir," Major Currie con- 
tinued, "from a business standpoint It 
would be good business for us to pay 
for this insurance In the shape of two' 
Dreadnoughts, costing approximately 
$20,000,000. Tlie life of a warship of 
this class is 20 years. That would 
mean prepaid Insr-rance of one mil- 
lion dollars per year." 

Such a course, he added, would 
avoid interfering with our peaceful 
Industrial development. The proposed 
navy would cost fully $20,000,000 In 
first cost, and $7,000,000 a year, and 
would have to be renewed every ton 
years, the smaller vessels proposed 
costing heavily for repairs and wear- 
lug out rapidly. Also it would be im- 
possible to obtain Canadians to man 
them. At the present time only one- 
lifth of the Canadian permanent force 
is Canadian born. 

Major Currie went carefully into the 
shipbuilding aspect of tlie case, show- 
ing that the building of warships fol- 
lows the upbuilding of a mercantile 
marine. Germany and Japan began 
by encouraging the building of mer- 
chant ships, offering heavy bounties. 
They rapidly built a great mercantile 
marine, and the building of great war- 
ships followed. The United States 
followed the plan proposed for Canada 
and find themselves building naval 
yessls, but as far removed as ever 
from what a mercantile marine. "Un- 
der the government plan you may 
build your shipyards and your war- 
ships," he said. "You may equip 
them. You will assemble the hulls 
from plates rolled In Great Britain 
and from angles and beams made In 
the United States. You will install 
machinery made in Glasgow and 
guns made in Birmingham, and when 
you llgure out the labor and the cost 
you will find that as far as your 
workmen are concerned they will 
hardly get 15 per cent, of the cost of 
the ships. The workmen will come 
from the Clyde ami from the Tyne and 
from Belfast. They will build these 
ships and draw big wages, but when 
you are through you cannot fill the 
interval of idleness with merchant 
ships. The men will soon go back to 
the places whence they came. They 
must have work. Your splendid yards 
will be idle and neglected. You can- 
not train our own Canadians to go in- 
to this precarious business unless it 
is on a sound basis, 

"And the heavy cost of the navy 
would preclude the giving of shipping 
bounties. Give tlie British navy a 
couple of warships that we should be 
proud of. Keep out the Independent 
separatist navy and start and follow 
the example of Japan and Germany in 
establishing tlie shipbuilding industry 
on a sound national basis." Tills is 
Major Ourrie's policy; 

"My friends in the maritime pro- 
vinces," he saitl, "would like to see tlie, 
old shipbuilding days revived. They 
ate quite right, but the member from 
down by the sea who votes for this 
bill is closing the doors for a genera- 
tion on tlie revival of that natural in- 
dustry in those provinces. We should 
follow the Japanese or the German 
policy."

Will Avoid Regulations 

The promoters of the arouhd-thc- 
world cruise of the Hamburg- Ameri- 
can steamship Cleveland, which left 
San Francisco several weeks ago on 
the return voyage to New York, via 
the Orient and Europe, are not going 
to take the chance of being Inconven- 
ienced hy the "coastwise law," which 
.demands a line of S^00 for all pas- 
sengers traveling between two' Ameri- 
can ports' by a foreign steamer. When 
the Cleveland, with . her 700 tourists, 
arrives at Southampton, the passen- 
gers will be transferred to another 
German liner for the remaining voy- 
age to New' York, and thus the hitch 
which arose when the Cleveland ar- 
rived at San Francisco will be avoid- 
ed. When the Cleveland arrived . at; 
.Honolulu on her voyage from New- 
York, via many European and Ori- 
ental ports, those on board were con- 
fronted with the 'scare" that they 
would have to piij the fuio if the 
steamer continued to the coast, and 
there was much consternation unti 
It was finally agreed between the pro- 
moters of the excursion itncT the Gov- 
ernment authorities to allow the 
Cleveland to go to San Francisco uu- 
der a nominal line, In ordeV that tho 
old law could be tested. 



By way of comparison between 
Lord Pirrie and Herr Ballin a.s con 
trolling the Hamburg- American line, 
it is significant that the latter has 
connected up that company with the 
chief ports of the world.

As Bord Pirrie i.s also connected 
with the Union Castle company lie 
might desire to link up the Union- 
Castle With the West African Elder- 
Dempster line. With regard to the 
West Indian Mail service. Canadian- 
South African and Canadian-Mexican 
lines, these, without doubt, ho said, 
suuld easily be worked in conjunction 
with the White Star line. 

The Right Hon. Bord Pirrie. though 
of Irish parentage, wits born in Que- 
bec in 1S47. He was educated at the 
Belfast Royal Academical Institution, 
ami at 15 years of age became an ap- 
prentice lo the firm of Harland and 
Wolff, and he was taken into partner- 
ship when 21 years of age. Today he 
is one of the most famous men in the 
world's .shipping industry, having en- 
ormous Interests In many well-known 
Shipping companies, besides being 
chairman of the great Belfast firm of 
shipbuilders. He has occupied many 
prominent and useful public positions, 
and ia 1!i0(; Ills Majesty conferred a 
peerage upon him for his great public 
.services. 



U. S. AND FRANCE 

Negotiations in Regard to Applica- 
tion of Minimum Tariffs Mak- 
ing Slow Progress. 

WASHINGTON. March 'J.— Little 
progress is being made in the tariff 
negotiations between the United States 
and France, and at the present mo- 
ment the indications of a speedy set- 
tlement of* tlie question involved are 
not encouraging. The United States 
has insisted from the outset upon the 
French minimum rates for the mini- 
mum rates of the Payne-Aldrlch act. 
and up to this time the proclamations 
issued by the president extending these 
rates, to foreign countries have been 
based on like concessions to the Unit- 
ed States. 

The great obstruction that has been 
encountered from the first is that the 
minimum rat?s of France range from 
r, to 10 per cent, ad valorem, while the 
average ad valorem rate of the United 
States present minimum tariff is ap- 
proximately 45 per cent. The law 
gives little latitude for negotiations, 
and the tariff officers of the govern- 
ment are compelled to insist, notwith- 
standing this great difference, upon 
substantially mmihlmum for mini- 
mum. In reply to this position of the 
United .Stales the French government 
has made a counter proposition, which 
while materially enlarging tho list of 
minimum rates which the United 
States now enjoys in France, falls 
short of the expectations of tlie gov- 
ernment, that substantially tho 
French minimum should be received. 

Notwithstanding the present un- 
satisfactory condition of the negotia- 
tions with France, the tariff officers 
of the government express tlie hope 
that before April 1st, when the Payne- 
Aldrtch duties go into operation, an 
amicable settlement will have been 
reached.

York Central's Increase of 
Dividend Gives Help 



NEW YORK. March 9.— The sem- 
blance tit times today of great strength 
and animation In the stock market is 
not borne out by analysis of the move- 
ment, which resulted In net declines 
for the day. Speculative sentiment, 
nevertheless, was cheerful, and confi- 
dence in values was well maintained, 
which doubtless fulfilled tin.' purposes 
of the supporters.
